FRENCH STARTED 
SIMULTANEOUSLY 


The British Advance is All 
Along Line of Twenty 
Miles

LONDON, July 3—Daybreak of Sat- 
arday morning last saw the opening of 
what military critics belleve to be the 
most important phase of the war, 
when over a front of twenty miles 
Brilish guns poured out hundreds of 
thousands of shells which demolished 
German trenches, barbed wire entan- 
glements, and made it possible for an 
infantry attack on a great scale, 

This momentous development was 
the preluue to a combined offensive by 
the allies which is heralded to be the 
first stage in the long expected ad- 
vance for which Grea tBritain and her 
allies have been preparing for nearly 
two years. That such an offensive 
was imminent was common tnowie dae 
and, the success Which has attended 
the effort comes within the visions uv 
the most sanguine, It is apparent that 
the defence of: the Germans crumbled 
before the determined British and 
French troops, and ine result is that 
many important strategic points have 
been captured and about 11,000 un- 
wounded German soldiers made pris- 
oners, 

Simuletaneously with the British an- 
sault, the French advanced, and to- 
gether the two forces dug deep into 
the German lines, piercing the same 
on a front of from six to seven miles.

Every move in the titanic effort has 
been well rehearsed, and aa the allies 
took the important enemy positions, 
the ground thus captured was consoll- 
dated so thi t all German counter at- 
tacks were o“ no avail. 

In the first five hours of fighting 
the first fine of German trenches over 
an extent of several miles was taken 
by the allied troops. Nightfall 
brought no cessation of activities and 
early Sunday morning the British 
stormed the very important strategical 
position of Fricourt, to, which the Ger- 
mans clung tenaciously. 

Meanwhile a number of towns, in- 
cluding Serre, Montauban, La Bols- 
selle and Memetsz passed into the 
hands of the British, while the French 
took the village of Curlu, the Faviere 
and Mereaucourt woods and the vil- 
lege of Frise, made progress south of 
the Somme and penetrated the second 
line of German trenches, 

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
(Sunday) Fricourt was occupied by 
the British forces and remains in pos- 
session of the British, while some fur- 
ther progress has been made east of 
the village. The flerce offensive con- 
tinues, and late reports Indicate that 
other advantages have been gained, 
and at no point havo the allies been 
forced to yield any of the captured 
territory.

was a Provincial question. The ques- 
tion does not end there, The French 
are going to lay the matter before the 
Privy Council in London, 

“And for us, too, this question is not 
yet settled, It is very easy for a svore 
or two of men elected by the people 
to come together, and, against the will 
of the people who elacted them and 
without the people's consent at all, do 
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anything they want, or do anything 


that their chauvinist or sectarian in- 
terests dictate, but that is no‘ the end 
of the matter, 

“What is left for us to do? Firstly, 
we demand the repeal of the unjust 
Act; secondly, as long as that unjust 
Act is in force, we ourselves will teach 
our children their mother, tongue, 
history and everything else which they 
should know. We ourselves will teach 
to our childr pverything which Pro- 
testants and hadians’ do not want 
us to teach. 

“The abolition of our schools is a 
trick of the ‘Canadians’ to engulf us. 
Should they succeed they would go 
farther on; that is to say, they would 
forbid us to spenk our own language in 
our homes; they would forbid us to 
read our own newspapers and books; 
they would molest us by sending to 
our farms their female importuners to 
Canadianize our children by forcing us 
to accept in our churches the Protes- 
tant ‘preachers’; to give n certain 
amount of money to the ‘Salvation 
Army,’ or to the . M. C. A.“ for the up-

as well. We should be stubborn; we 
must demand; we must protest; we 
must be heard. For only then we will 
be of importance in the world, The 
world belongs to those who are stub- 
born and courageous.”

Teachers 


In Agriculture and the 
Practical Arts in Alberta 


The course of study in use in the 1 
schools of Alberta provides for in- 
struction in nature study and garden- 
ing in grades I. to VI. inclusive, and in 
agriculture and gardening in grades 
VII and VIII. The elementary 
science courses for grades IX. and X. 
are not only valuable in themselves, 
but lay the necessary foundation for 
the course in agriculture required of 
all students in grade XI. who desire 
to secure the second-class non-profes- 
sional certificate, Vocational agri- 
cultural schools under the direction of 
the department of agriculture are pro- 
vided tor those who are fiften years of 
age and over who cannot or do not de- 
sire to continue attending the regular 
public or high schools. but who wish 
to obtain a well-rounded, practical 
training in agriculture ard the prac- 
tical arts, 


Qualified Teaching Force, 

The greatest problem that has to 
be faced in introducing this  instruc- 
tion in public and high school and 
securing real practical and adequate 
instruction and local leadership in the 
matter is that of securing a qualified 
teaching force, It is not sufficient 
that they have instruction in agricul- 
ture in the United States or Eastern 
Canada, They must have instruc- 
tion in agriculture as it applies to Al- 
berta and Alberta conditions, 

The provincial schools of agricul- 
ture have now been in operation for 
more than two years, The staff have 
not only given instruction to their stu- 
dents, but they have also been close 
students of Alberta conditions and 
needs, With this experience in the 
province and the professional courses 
in teaching which have been provided j 
for them through the co-operation of | 
the department of education and agri- 
culture they are from year to year in 
a more excellent position to give the 
instruction needed by the teachers in 
the public and high schools in so far 
as instruction in agriculture and its 
related subjects are concerned. This 
year the organization of the faculty of 
iericultura: has been provided for so 
that advanced instruction in this neld 
of work is now available, 


Plan of the Department. 

If the department of education is to 
be successful in securing the increased 
efficiency in instruction in agriculture, 
gardening and the related sciences it 
must work with (a) the candidates for 
entrance to the normal schools, (b) 
the students in the normal schoola, (0) 
the teachers in the public schools, (d) 
the teachers in the high schools who 
are responsible for instruction in 
science, agriculture and gardening in 
their respective schools, (e) the school 
inspectors of the province who come 
into direct relationship with the 
teachers, school boards and local com- 
munities both rural and urban, 

in regard to each of these the de- 
partment has taken definite steps, All 
entrants to the normal schools from 
the high schools of Alberta must pass 
successfully the course in agriculture 
now required in grade XI. Untor- 
tunately teachers from other pro- 
vinces who enter our normal school 


have not, as a rule, training in this 
subject equivalent to that which our 
own high school graduates have. 


Normal School Course. 

While the present normal school 
course is much too short for an ade- 
quate teacher training course, the 
subjects of nature study, agriculture 
and gardening receive their due pro- 
portion of attention, With the nor- 
mal course extended to one of eight or

Only 47 Men Added to Strength 
of Local Battalions During 
N Week 


As a result of the first week of the 
recruiting campaign in the city, 47 
have been added to the strength of 
the local battalions, but as 1,000 men 


every visitor. 

The journey from the centre of the 
city was made in John McNeill’s Twin 
City busses and autos. The first gaso- 
line car left the Dunvegan yards at 
8 a.m,, reaching Lac La Biche a few 
minutes before twelve; and the second 
car left at_8.30, reaching its destina- 
tion about 12.30.

Tho gasoline cars are vers com- 
fortable and speedy. There is seating 
acvommodation in the main body of 
the car for fifty, there being thirteen 
seats—sevyen on one side and six on 
the other—cach capable of seating 
three persons, and a semi-circular 
settee in the rear for ten. A _ port- 
hole window beside each seat, and 
a number in the rear, give magnificent 
views of the country. The entrance 
to the car is in the centre, and be- 
tween that and the engine room is a 
smoking compartment with a seat- 
ing capacity for twelve, and a commo- 
dious baggage room, There is 1180 
lavatory accommodation for women. 

The comfort of the journey was 
increased by the distribution of de- 
lectable refreshments, including ice 
cream and oranges. 

Immediately on arrival at Lac La 
Biche, a “get-together” lunch was 
partaken of under the trees by the 
lake shore, the members of the party 
having provided themselves with 
lunch baskets, and a special commit- 
tee providing hot tea. The whole 
party was afterwards photographed 
on the lawn in front of the hotel.
